DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2, 4 and 5 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 2, 4 and 5, prior art fails to teach an OAM that has predetermined 
fields for transmitting messages of initiation, acknowledging and termination of the loop- 
back process between a remote device and a local device, in a combination with other 
recited claim limitations.
